OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


A Delightful Suburb—Something About 
Publishers and New Books. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BosTON, October 12, 1881.—I spent a day 
in Lynn last week, and a pleasanter one I 
haven’t knowa this long while. This pretty 
little seashore city, only half an hour’s run 
from Boston, is a pleasant piace for a home, 
and the happy little pastorate where I visited 
isone of those really hospitable mansions 
whereto be received as a guest is a genuine 
joy. The sharp frost of a week ago had 
drooped the richly laden grapevines and killed 
the beautiful garden without, but within was 
no frost, nor ever could be, I think. The 
genial atmosphere could not be touched by a 
suspicion of anything chilly. Lynn beach is 
a luxury indeedto the people of this little 
city. A long, hard, beautiful beach of shin- 
ing sand, stretching to Swampscott at the 
North and to—whither at the South? I 
don’t know, for we walked only as far as 
Red Rock, the picturesque mass of which 
extends into the sea, and on which we sat 
down, watching the inflowing tide with its 
rippling silver, admiring the clustering rocks 
below us, so thickly tufted with seaweed that 
they looked like mounds of the dark rich 
green stuff, drinking inthe delightful ocean 
air, pelting each other with seashells and 
pebbles, and looking across at Nahant. 
Indeed, there never was such a city as Bos- 
ton for “environment,” for by half an hour’s 
run out one can come upon every possibie 
variety of scene and landscape. Italy itself 
offers nomore to the artist, as our truest 
artists themselves admit. 

The artistic and wsthetic is fast gaining 
possession of our people. I was in two 
places to-day, in neither of which does one 
exactly look for richest Parisian carpets, yet 
in both of which were these luxuries. One 
of the two is the law ofiice of Gen. 


Ben Butler, who, I suppose, needs no intro- 
duction to an appreciative Americzn public. 
The otheristhe establishment of the pub- 
lishers, Messrs. Houghton, Mitlin & Co. They 
have elegant rooms on Park street, facing the 
common, removed from the bustle of street 
business, yet in the heart of the city, and the 
handsome carpets, glowing open fires and 
brase andirons, reading-tables strewn with 
all the leading periodicals of the English kan- 
guage, walls jined with books, desks where 
the various attaches of the establishment are 
quietly and easily busy—really this is acom- 
forting place to visit, and it must be an ex- 
quisite — to work. The shining lights 
of the literary world hereabouts are to be 
met in these rooms, and the whole atmos- 
phere .savors so much of greatness that one 
looks with awe at any one whose face is not 
Known to one, sure that heorshe must be 
some very great and shining luminary from 
some foreign part of the heaven of letters. 

Two or three of the latest publications is- 
sued bv this house were handed me. 
**Friends: A Duet,’’ by Miss Phleps,tias been 
running in the Atiwntic, and so much has al- 
ready been said about it that anvthing more 
seems superfiuous. But it is really marvelt- 
ous how this gifted writercan weave a whole 
book cut of nothing but the character study 
of two people, and to show nothing save the 
deep, strong, sure, resistless undercurrent of 
human nature that so almost certainly broad- 
ens—cr narrows, perhaps—a close friendship 
between a man and a woman into love anil 
union, centrary to aj! the resistful forces of 
the human will and purpose. Without a plot 
or scarcely an incident, with not a remarkable 
or exciting thing about it, this work—it 
cannot be called a story—has a peculiar fas- 
cination that carries one through from the 
first to the last page, but leaves one agyravat- 
ed that it ends afier the most approved mod- 
ern fashion m novels, almost in the middle of 
a sentence—certainly in the middle of a senti- 
ment, and in extreme doubt as to the 
final mental and emotional condition of the 
feminine side of the duet. One would like to 
be assured that she was happy, but is left 
with an uncomfortable fear that she wasn’t— 
really. Ol! for the old-fashioned tinal chap- 
ter! QOne’s imazination is given too much 
work to wind up tie nove! of the day. 

Quite the novelty of the season in the story 


‘line are the works of the famous Norwegian 


novelist, Bjornstjcrne Bjornson, which this 
house is publishing, the translations being by 
Ktasmus B. Anderson. Two of the most popu, 
lar of this author’s works have already ap- 
peared, the one, “Synnove Solbakken,” the 
second, ‘‘Arne,’’ the former being prefaced 
hy an interesting biographical sketch of 
Bjoirson. Poth works are given for titles

he firm of Messrs. D. Lothrop & Co. have 
been issuing books rapidly from their pleas- 
ant Frankiin street establishment of late. 
One which will not fail of a very large class 
of specially interested readers is Alphonso A. 
Hopkins’ “Sinner and Saint,”’ for it is a story 
of the Women’s Crusade. But while based 
on this great question of temperance, it is 
also very interesting as a story, being well 
written, bright and fascinating. ‘“Pan- 
sy’s’’ latest story, ‘*The Pocket Measure,” is 
certain of a warm reception everywhere, 
for £therc are few such writers as 
this gifted lady among the English- 
writing people.

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The best, the truest, the noblest of French- 
women—the women who are no longer young 
but who know how to be old without regret 
—the women who remember and compare, 
whose knowledge of life enables them to 
gauge events, and whose position, character 
and authority place their attestations above 
denial—these women are almost unanimous 
in declaring that, during the last few years, 
they and their sisters have palpably lost 
ground, both in public action and in personal 
capacity. And this is not the querulous comn- 
plaint of worn-out eldership of persons 
whose views have chanzed with years, and 
who think the past superior to the present 
because their own associations are connected 
with the past. No; itis the thoughtful, uno- 
biased verdict of unwiliing judges, whose 
sentence gains still further weight because it 
is in painful contradiction to their wishes 
aud affections. Anditis not in the more 
ancient ranks alone that these reluctant de- 
ponents are to be fo nd. Many of the 
ycunger women, too, are testifying against 
themselves each day, and are impartially 
proclahning tbat soviety is fading, and that 
they themselves are drooping and withering 
withit. Even the men are beginning to take 
some smali partin the outcrv which is swell- 
ing up against the damage inflicted by demo- 
crucy on society and women. 

Next come tbe declarations of foreigners, 
of aliens who live in France. Their evidence 
can not be suspected, for they love France— 
so earnestly, indeed, that. they cherish not 
only ber merits, but even her faults. Well, 
these strangers, of variey nationalities, pos- 
sessing (many of them at least) old and inti- 
mate acquaintance with French society, and 
the accumulated world-wide experience 
necessary to view that society broadly and 
measure it fairly—these strangers assert, 
almost with one consent, that the French 
woman is passing awav. ‘Tihey say that her 
luminousness, her instinct, her fancy and her 
sentiment bave all diminished; that she 
manifestly takes less trouble to please and to 
Pay her partin life; that her aptitudes are 
no longer exercised or applied as they were 
in former ‘days; that her type of mind is 
ceasing to be peculiar to herself; and that, as 
aconsequence of these charges, her charm 
has sensibly diminished. They observe that 
all this has happened since 1871, and on be- 
half of Europe they raise their voices in pro- 
testatton. They entreat the republic to take 
note that the French woman is being stitled, 
and they appeal for her prservation as one of 
the glories af France and one of the necessities 
of Europe. he world can notspare her. Other 
women than she had realized the curious 
mixture of trancient attributes, of artificial 
capacities, of acquired graces, of faculties and 
faults, of brilliancies and vanities, the accu- 
mulation of which makes up that strangely 
composite and profoundly conventional pro- 
duct—the modern lady; but no other women 
had achieved these ends as she had done, with 
such plentitude, such finish and such ease, 
with such dexterity and such adaptability to 
the ever-varying modifications called for by 
the unceasigg evolution of usages and man- 
ners. The'success of French women in all 
this had been so thorough; they had gone so 
resolutely ahead of the men of their race; 
they bad so fully seized the front place in 
their land, that the rest of the world looked 
On with admiration, and came by degrees to 
regard them us a generic but uncopyable pat- 
tern, as asort of collective property of the 
earth, which every other nation had an equal 
right to respect from afar, to extol, and to ac- 
vlaim. The Frenchwoman, in the eyes of the 
world, of travel, of experience and of critica) 
comparison, Was one of the special outgrowths 
of our time. 

It is a glaring verity that, during the last 
years; French society has,lost wlarge part 
of its gayety and vivacity, of its demonstra- 
tiveness and naturalness. The wish for joy 
is manifestiy growing weaker. The French, 
who were once so resolute in their hostility 
to sadness, appearg§ to be begmning to ac- 
cept it tacitvy, like the English, as a natural 
element of life. And more than all—incred- 
ible as it may sound—they are, most certain- 
ly, becoming stupid. They used to be the 
most intelligent people upon earth—they 
overflowed with vitality and animation— 
they chattered and rejoiced all day; but now 
they are often dull and silent. Andas they 
talk less; and laugh less, so, also, do they 
seem to feel less the rapid impre-sibility, 
the comprehensive emotionality, which were 
so eminently: theirs, have apparently been 
blunted. And all this is particularly and es- 

ecially true ef the women; for as they were, 
nformer days, the completest models of 
French capacities, so are they, naturally, 
the first to suffer when those capa- 
cities begin to wane. It is they 
who have lost the most in 
this national decline, for it was they who had 
the most to lose. They, who were once so 
full of confidence and self-reliance, who were 
s0 buoyant, so enthusiastic, so optimist, and 
even so utopian; they, to whom life was a 
theater in which they were the applauded 
actresses; they, who had no doubts and no 
hesitations about either their talent or their 
performance—seem now to have become wimid, 
diffident, suspicious and half-paralyzed by 
despondency. Festivities of all kinds are 
few; many well-known houses have closed 
their doors and receive no more; and in the 
homes which are still open to visitors there 
is a sort of chilliness. Some of the highest 
placed and most intelligent women of the 
foreign colony in Paris are positively begin- 
ning to confess that_ they no ionger care to 
know many French people, because most of 
them have become 80 dull. Social leadership 
is passing away into exotic hands. There 
are stilla few great ladies who retain their 
former chieftainsbip; but they can be count- 
ed on the fingers, ana the reality now is that 
the French have drawn back from their old 
active contact with each other, and have left 
the care of hospitality to strangers and to 
Jews. In the provinces the condition is 
worse still, for outside the capital there are 
no Spaniards, no Americans and no [sraelites 
to replace the absent natives. And further- 
more, as the spirit of clanship and of petty 
hostility tothe Government is much more 
activein the country,-as the good people 
there seem to consider it a duty to be lugu- 
brious under the Republic, there is really 
almost an end of any social intercourse at all 
beyond the limits of the Department of the 
Seine. Taking the situation all round, it may 
be said with truth that there is no more soci- 
ety in France in the oJd great meaning of the 
word, and that evenin the restricted sense 
of mere parties and dinners and dances 
there is an enormous falling off. And as itis 
with society, soisit also with women. No 
more of them are being produced... The un- 
ceasing procession of fresh triumphers and 
of new potentates, Wh'c1 Was so remarkable 
asymptom ofthe healthy period of French 
scciety, has stopped altogether. Scarcely any 
of the young beginners of the last ten years 
ave made aname or taken a place. The 
conductors of amusementin its present re- 
duced form are still a remaining few of the 
same ladies who directed it under the Em- 
pire.

Is Arizona a Fraud? 
Tucson Cor. New York Tribune. 

In spite of the volumes that have been 
written of Arizona as a mineral region, itis 
doubtful if, with the exception here and there 
of specially favored sections, the hopes of the 
thousands who haveinvested heavily to open 
new lodes and develop new districts will be 
even partially realized. Within tie past six 
weeks I have pretty carefully gone over the 
developed field, and while there is much to 
encourage further exploration § it is apparent 
that Arizona is yet a long way from becoming 
& great bullion-producing ;Territory. The 
really profitable mines that are being worked 
throughout Arizona can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, and there would be a 
inger or two to spare. In saying this I do not 
wish to discourage the investment of further 
capital here, but in the interest of mining for 
the precious metats everywhere I do hope 
that more caution will be observed in buyia 
and incorporating undeveloped localities an 
in placing them on tne Eastern markets. 
There arescores of mines wp ye 2 schemes 


ever to amount jto anything but 
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recurrence. The advent of the railway 
started a “boom’’ inone district—the new 
discovery of Tombstone—but nowhere else 
has it facilitated the development of profita- 
ble mines, lodes or sections. As a matter of 
fact there are only three silver mines in the 
whole Territory that are paying regular divi- 
dends. These are the Silver King of Pinal 
county, andthe Tombstone and Western, of 
Tombstone. The first disburses $25,000 
monthly, the second $650,000 and the third 
$75,000, but this last amount is the result of 
a great strain upon the mine’s resources. 
Other mines in Tombstone are producing 
sums wonthly that vary from $30,000 to $90,- 
000, but the cost of getting these amounts out 
is such that there is no margin of profit to 
stockholders. Whether they ever will reap a 
reward depends upon whether the output of 
bullion can be increased without proportion- 
ately increasing the cost ofits production. It 
is a delicate problem in most minizg opera- 
tions, forthe factistoo painfuily appareut 
that men who control and work mines are 
often a great deal less concerned about a mar- 
gin of profit for stockholders than they are 
that the bill of expense shall be kept up to 
the fuilest figure stockholders will stand.

Women Tax-Payers in Massachusetts. 
From the Boston Traveller, October lf, 

For the fiscal year 1880 there were 1,394 
persons in Boston who paid a tax on real or 
personal property to the amount of $1,000 
and upward. This does not include large 
corporations, the ownership of whose stock 
is unknown, or the large commercial houses, 
in many of which women are known to be 
silent partners, or otherwise interested. or 
unsettled estates in Which women as well as 
men are heirs, but these figures represent 
the numer of individuals who paid the 
above-named amount or more. Of these 
1,394 persons 1,191 were men paying the 
amount of $2,506,881, an average anount of 
$2,105 each, and 205 were women paying $388- 
413, an average of $1,915 each. Two hundred 
and three is not a large number, but it 
is 15 per cent of the whole number of indi- 
vidual tax-payers who pay the amount 
named, and the amount paid by them is 14 
per cent ofthe entire amount paid by both 
classes. Thatthe percentage of the amount 
paid is less than the percentage of the num- 
ber, is an indication that asa class they are 
smaller tax-payersthan men. Soitis safe to 
assume that of the persons paying less than 
$1,000 tax the perceritage of women wil! hold 
good. *} rom a partial examination the Trav- 
eller representative is con¥inced that the per- 
centage in fayor of Women would be larger, 
but assuming that the same proportions ex- 
istamong those having sfnuller taxable prop. 
erty, these are the resuits: In 1880 there were 
in Boston 98,820 ratabie polls, and ef these 
76,408 were assessed a pobl-iax cn'y, 
leaving not 17,822 of the ratabie 
polls who were assessed on either real 
or personal property. There must have 
been then at least 3,000 women in Boston who

On ie basis of 
these percentages, and making vilowance for

AN important suit, the last of a series of 
suits, arising from the burning of the steam- 
er A. C. Donnelly, bas been decided in tue 
United States Court at Louisville. Phe facts 
in the ease are as followe: Cuptains Henry 
U. Hartand A.C. Donnelly were svad by 
Casper Burgheim, of Chicago, for $5,300, for | 
freigbt burnad on the boat. He claims the 
freight was shipped on a verbal eontract, and 
no bill of lading was given, but presented a 
bill of ladiug not signed,and which eontained 
a clause that the exceptions to the bill of lad- 
ing were not binding upon the shipper ualesa 
he signed it, and that he never signed it. The 
defendants claimed to have delivered anotber 
b#) of lading tothe plaintiff for his goods, 
ana that two trunks that be put on the boat 
as baggage contained merchandise. And it 
was also claimed thatthe boat was burned 
and the goods lost by the negligence of the 
defendants. The jury found that the defend- 
ante were guilty of no negligence and that the 
goods were shipped under the regular bill of 
lading of the steamboat, which excepted loss 
by fire, and gave aclean verdict for the de- 
fendants,thus ending all the litigation against 
the steamboat and owners. This is the fourth 
and last ease broughtin Louisville, Ky., cm 
adcount of that fire. Thetrial occupied six 
davs. Mr. Charles H. Stephens, of the firm 
of Lincoln, Stephens & Slattery, of this city, 
had charge of the case for the defendants, 
while the plaintiff hud four prominent attor- 
neys in court.

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A CONVICT RELEASED. 


The Appellate Court Reverses a Rape Case, 
Discharging the Prisoner. 

The appellate court, in an opinion by Judge 
Lewis delivered this morning in the criminal] 
appeal case of the State vs. William Perkins, 
has reversed the judgment of the Criminal 
Court and discharged the defendent, who was 
convicted upom an indictment forrape and 


sentenced to ten years in the Penitentiary. 
The eppellate court says: The crime of rape 
issqgrevolting to the moral instincts of cigil- 
iz lety that courts and juries are but too 
ap lose sight of some of the barriers which 
the law bas undertaken to interpose against 
an improper conviction. A strong sympathy 


and pity for the victim are effectual 
to exclude __ all toleration of the 
wretch who is supposed to have 
blighted an innocent life for the momen- 


tury gratification of a brutal passion. Even 
the moral crime of the seducer deserves in 
the estimation of many all the punishment 
which the law has reserved for the forcible 


ravisher. Thus it sometimes comes 
about that the triers of such a 
charge as this seem to reverse the 


ancient maxim and to hold thatit were better 
for ninety-nine innocent men to suffer than 
thatone guilty should escape. We are told 
upon high authority that an accusation ofrape 
is one ‘‘easily made, hard to be proved and 
still harder to\be defended by one ever so in- 
nocent.’’ Our Supreme Court has, in two nota- 
b'e instances, illustrated the weight of these 
considerations in setting aside verdicts of con- 
viction because of insufficiency in the proots 
before the juries. The present case seems to 
offer a Jike opportunity for the judicial correc- 
tion of hasty and unauthorized conclusion. It 
seems almost incredible that an intelligent 


jury could be found to convict th 
prisoner of rape upon such tes- 
timony as was given by 
the prosecuting witness In this case. The 


crime under cansideration can only be com- 
mitted where thereis, on the part of her on 
whom the attemptis made, the utmost reluc- 
tance and the utmost resistance. Any element 
of consent, however slight, or of passive sub- 
mission not enforced by violence or induced 
b¥ fear, will destroy all legal criminality to the 
act. ° 

Tie prosecutrix was a young girl of fifteen 
employed in the service of a boarding-house 
keeper onthe levee. The assault was com- 
mitted late at night, when the girl was asleep 
in the kitchefi, by a boarder, who entered the 
room, blew outthe light and remained One 
hour. There is literally no evidence of 
utmost resistance, noris if easv to discover 
alleged 
victim appeared. The facts detailed are at 
war with any conception of a healthy girl of 
18 battling for her chastity anadonly lJosing it 
when itis torn from herby atorce or a terror 


stronger than her powers of defence. Courts 
cannot stretch the law to the  punish- 
ment of offenses unknown to it, 


however they may be denounced bv a just or 
aunivelsal moral sentiment. The judgment 
will be reversed and the defeudant discharg- 
ed. Allthe Judges concur.

Seventy-second Annual Meeting of the 
American Board, 


The seventy-second annual meeting of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions ¢om- 
menced at 3 p.m. to-day at Pilgrim Church, 
corner of Washington and Ewing avenues.

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LOTS OF GAS. 


The Gas Compromise Under Discussion Be- 
fore Mayor Ewing. 


A sub-committee of the Citizens’ Committee 
visited Mayor Ewing at10o'cloek this morn- 
ing to discuss the ‘‘gas compromise.’’ The 
sub-committee consisted of Mr. M. W. Willis, 
Mr. John K. Cummings and Judge George P. 
Strong. Mr. McDougal Haman, one of the 


committee, was absent. Speaker Mar- 
riott, of the House of Delegates, 
and John W. Dunn, Delegate from the 


Twenty-second Ward, Hftened to the discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Cummings thanked the Mayor for hav- 
ing accorded them the privilege of an inter- 


view. It had been sought often before, but 
had always failed. The city had been cheat- 
ed, but ifan effort were made he thought the 
city might still be righted. 

Mr. Willis stated that the committee was not 
seeking to extend litigation. They desired to 
compromise the gas troubles honorably and 
profitably to the city. They desired something 
more tangible than the last ‘‘gas compro- 
wise’’ asit now existea before the Municipal 
Assembly. They didn’t desire to press the 
Ma\vortodo avnythirg and bring a large bill of 
costs ayainst the city. 

Mr. Cummings said: ‘‘We area committee 
appointed to exll and urge the Mayor to bring 
ugainstthe Ges Company. Thisis the wording 
of the resolution of the Citizens’ Committee.’’ 

The Mavor announced the #bsence of Coun- 
seclor bell from the city, but expressed his 
own willingness to listen to the committee. 

Judge Story then came forward and recited 
the facts in the celebrated gas case, 
“2s they are set down in his 
published cpinion, giving the various 
decisions, law points, etc,. supporting his 
position. He spoke of an anonymous paper, 
widely circulated among citizens, which 
purported to be an answer to his opinion. 
Judge Strong argued that the tripartite agree- 
mene did not act as a release of the terms of 
the contract of 1846. That contract still stood 
and the rights accruing tothe city bv it were 
stillin existence. Neither did the agreement of 
1873 act »s arelease from the contract of 1846. 
At the Maycr’s request,Judge Strong explained 
the rights of the Laclede Gus Company. The 
Laclede Gas Company’s charter expires in 
Iss7, the St. Louis Company’s in 1890. Mr. 
Cummines said that the present gus comprom- 
ise before the Municipal Assembly was tr:pur- 
tite uagrecment No.2. The city jost $5,000,000, 
by the first, yet a second edition was pro- 
posed. 

Mr. Willis said that a section of the preseut 
biil prevented competition in case of the 
adoption of eleccyicity. 

Jucdve Strong thought that the best policy 
Wus to bring suitimmediately. 

Speoker Marriotwt of the House made a volun- 
faryv statement to the effect that New York was 
furnishing better ga-~ for longer hours at the 
rate of 420 per lamp, while here we are paving 
about $60 perlamp. New York gas was 20 can- 
die power, St. Louis about 13. 

Mr. Willis said Philadelphia was furnishing 
gus ut $0 perlamp. 

Aiver some furtner discussion the Mayor in- 
vired the committée to call again at2 o'clock 
next Monday afternoon, when Counselor Bell 
ang members of the Municipal Assembly will 
be on land.

The thinning out of the granger crowd on

Numerous letters are re- 
ceived daily by commission houses from their 
country correspondents detailing the injury to 


the crop. Messrs. Billingsley & Nanson, 
in -answer to special ee, 
have returns from lowa, Missouri 


and Illinois, and allof which report serious 
dumaece. The Post-DISPATCH reporter met 
Mr. J. W. Chanmbeis, who controls elevators 
at eight different stuationsin lowa along the 
Omaha Division of the Wabashroad. Mr. C. 
nas had the best opportunity for observing 
the conditivn of corn in that section. He says 
there would not have been over a half 
crop raised, owing to the protonged 
crouth of last summer, and of this half erop, 
nearly a fourth has been damaged by the late 
rains. It has rained for about two weeks in 
his section almcst witbout cessation, and the 
fields are in such a fearfully muddy condition 
that the farmers cannot get their teams into 


them. High winds have frequently 
accompanied these rains, prostrat- 
ing the corn standing in the fields 


in. many places, and this fallen corn 
is rotupg rapidly, and will hardly be available 
even forfodder. Of thecorn still standing, 
where the ears stood up allowing the rain to 
drainthrough and settleatthe butt of the 
ear, there it has sprouted badly; but when the 
ears were turned down it has escaped injury. 
Mr. Cbaimnbers had found it impossible to shell 
this new corn, owing to its being 
sO badly water-sonked. lle had 
expected to have been able to ship some of the 
new crop by the middle of this month, but now 
thought he would do wel), ven with tavorable 
weather fortwo weeks, to vet it started tor.

PAVING MATERIAL. 


The Compsrativ: Merits of Granite 
and Wooden Blocks.

What the Street Commissioner Says 
About the Gbum=Wood Pavemen‘s. 


The subject of pavements and paving ma- 
terial having come to thesu: face again,a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter thought it would be a good 
ideato dropin onthe Street Commissioner 
and havea)ittle interview with him onthe 
matter. just to see if there w:re any new ideas 
to advance or any hope of reaching the end of 
the alleged macadam ring. Gen. Turner had 


just closed avoluine containing the printed 
report of the Board of Publie Improvements 
jor the fiscal year ending April, 18381, and when 
tue reporter explained bis business the Com- 
missioner handed over the book,sayingin a 
Diavful way: ‘‘Take that home “and read it. 
Putit under your pillow. It contains my own 
and the views of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments on the subject of street paving. I 
haven’t changed my mind since that report 
wus written.’’ 

The reporter said he was pretty 
much aware of the contents of the 
report. The sam and _ substance of 
it wus a recomnmendation fur the use of granite 
blocks upon stieets subject to any great 
amount of heavy traffic, while inuch was said 
in favor of the gum-wood pavement, which 
lacked oniv the test of time in this city to 
mrke it worthy the attention and to compel 
the recognition of its merits by the board. 
The report suysin so many words that just 
now granite bloeKs stand at the head of all 
others as an endurable and economical pave- 
ment on beavily traveled streets, and as soou 
#8 aDY wood-preserving process, as applied to 
paving blocks, bus withstood tie test of years, 
aii Other streets shall be repaired or recon- 
structed with this wuterial, evenif the cost ot 
the tieatmenut be greater than at the present 
time. 

Thereporter called Gen. Turner's attention 
tothe statements concerning the blistering 
and swelling ofthe gum-wood pavement on 
the bridge. 

‘*‘That don’t amount to anything,’’ said the 
Commissioner. ‘‘We have nothing to do with 
thatand know nothing about it. Wehave 
some gum-wood pavement down in the city 
and it seems to wear very well.’’ 

‘* Hew does it compare with granite?’’ 
‘*lcun’tsay. We won't be able to tell any- 
thing about the wood paving for seven or 
eight yeurs vet. It will tuke time to find out 
how good or bow bad itis.’’ 

‘*‘Isn’tit regarded favorably at present?’’ 
‘‘As fer asit has gone, yes. Butthere is no 
use talking ubout comparing it with granite. 
Some streets have got tu be paved with gran- 


ite. Nothing else will do for those streets upon 


which there is very heavy traftic. Justas you 
would use a lumber wagon for one purpose and 
a buggy or carriage for another.’’ 

‘-Then the thing resolves itself 
down to granite paving for one section 
of thecity and wooden pavements for the 


rest?’’ 


‘‘That’s aboutit. Ifa process can be in- 
troduced here to make the wooden blocks en- 
durablé,fthey will go down on streets that 
Otherwise would huve to be paved with 
granite.’’ 

‘*But itis clatmed that the gum-wood pave- 
ment has already steod the test of time. 
Blocks bave been exhibited that were down in 
the streets of Cleveland for seven years and 
that showed nO signs of decay or wear.’’ 

‘*f know, 1 know. But we want 
to test them here, We are very 
well satisfied with the exveriments 
made ¢o far between the car tracks on Fifth 
ani Olive and elsewhere, but]jwe want to wait 
a little longer.’’ 

‘*For eight years?’ 

‘*Not exactiy. I think fouror five years of 
good service will be sufficient to establi:h pub- 
lic confidence.’ 

‘*, ou O¥Fé Yourself favorably disposed to thé | 
gum-wood pavement?’’ 

‘‘Il regard it just as you find it expressed in | 
the board’s report, if that may 
be called favorably.’’ 

‘‘Iiow about tae cost of the new paving ma- 
terials?’’ 
‘*Granite is twice as dear.’’ 
‘*Allthere is or can be aboutit.’’ the Com- 
missioner continued, ‘‘isjust this. As I said 
before and as is fully statedin the report, we 
must use granite blocks on the heavily trav- 
eled streets, and if this wooden pavement 
stands the test, ssit is expected to, it will be 
placed upon streets that would otherwise be 
paved with g'avite.’’ 
Referring again to the report concerning the 
blistering and warping of the gu:n-wood 
pavemnent on the bridge, the Street 
Commissioner said the St. Louis Wood Pre- 
serving Company had published a s’atement 
in yesterday's papers that appeared to fully 
cover the case. They had nothing to add to or 
detract from that statement. | 

IN THIS CONNECTION 
it may be stated t utinthe office of the Clerk 
of the Council there still remain several speci- 
mens of paving material—fire brick, asphal- 
tum, untreated pine, granite and gum-wood 
blocks. These were placed before members 
of the Council, when the merits of the re- 
spective kinds of pavement were under dis- 
cussion. Of allthe material show, the guin- 
wood and granite blocks dare stand 
any comparison. The granite is shown 
clean asit wastaken out Ol the quarry, and 
right alongside of it is a biock of swzum-wood 
that has been down on Pine street near Fourth 
for about twenty-three months. in daily ser- 
vice, with heavy travel over, and by actual 
measurement it is seen that not more than 
one-sixtecnth of an inch is missing from the 
original size of the block, and that it is just 
as hard and drv and strong as it ever 
was, being to all appeurances good for seven 
or cight years more of service. When the 
question was discussed in the Council several 
inembers recommended the adoption of the 
gum. wood pavement for street construction, 


p and indeed the material was regarded with 


such general favor that many thought the 
Board of Public Improvements would at once 
put it intouse. Notwithstanding the recom- 
mendation of the members of the Council, 
un_d the favor shown it by the Board 
of Pablic lhmprovements,the pavement bus not 
been put gowhonthe streets to any alarming 
extent, and some faint excuse is alwavs 
brought forward for postponing its adoptioa.

residentof the St. Louis Wood Preserving | 
mpany, North Market strbet aud Levee, 
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which has the patent for the gum-wood pro 
cess, was seen later by the reporter, and said 
Gen Turner’s statement was a very fair one. 
‘‘We are sati-fied with what Mr. Turner 
says,’’ said Mr. Card, ‘‘and we know that the 
Board of Public Improvements is favorably 
disposed towards our pavement, but -till noae 
of itgoesdownon the streets to amount to 
anvthing ’’ 

‘*We are willing at any time,’’ Mr. Card con. 
tinued, ‘‘ to put our pavement down on any 
street in the city of St. Louis, and to maintain 
it on a basis of the cost of granite, with inter 
est, and let the accumulation stand in 
the treasury. Of course we don’t 
expect the Board of Public 
Improvements to take our pavement on aba- 
sis of $80 per square fortwenty years. Iam 
satisfied thatif we offered it to them at th it 
they would rejectit. Our present price to the 
city is $16 per square.’’
